GRIEVANCE. 


Mr. Saunders, Chairman, presided at a 
general meeting of the Association of Part. 
time Teachers—attached to the Gityv of 
Dublin Technical Schools—which was hel H 
at the Technical Institute, Parnell squar 
last Tuesday night. The attendance was 
large, and répresentative of the different 
sections of the schools’ activity. The Asso- 
ciation has a membership of a hundred and 
fifty. 

The main purpose of the meeting was to 
consider the report of the deputation which 
was appointed some time ago to interview 
the Free State Minister for Education 'n 
regard to the situation arising out of tha 
stoppage of the cost-of-living -bonus hithert 
paid to the part-time teachers=a step which 
the Association ‘considered altogether un 
unjustifiable.

Gillespie (Secretary to tha 
stated that she wrote to the 
Minister's Department requesting that the 
Minister grant an interview, and received a 
reply ~requesting an outline of the points 
which the deputation proposed to discuss 
with him. She complied with the requést, 
and, after some time, was informed that the 
Minister did not think that any useful pur 
pose could be served by his reésiving the 
deputation. It was pointed out further tha 
the question at issue was one fdr the Cr 
Commissioners to déal with, as they ad. 
ministered the Dublin Technical Education 
scheme. 

The Chairman said that. it was to be 
regretted that the Minister could not see 
his way to meet the deputation.

with those paid in the other county boroughs, 
and even in some large urban centres 

Several of those present referred to the 
progress made by the City Technical Schoo's, 
and apportioned a great deal of the cred 
therefor to the part-time teachers. 

Other speakers urged that the only way to 
ensure. a deepening of the teachers’ interest 
in their work, and a sSentinuance of the 
splendid results, which had attended that 
work im the past, was adequately ta 
remunerate them, or to put them on a par 
with their better-peid colleagues in other 
centres. 

A motion to appoint a députation to wait 
on Mr. Commissioner Herten and, put tha 
teachers’ case before him fell through, °+ 
being stated that a deputation already had 
interviewed Mr. Hernon. 

Eventually, it was decided to appoint a 
deputation to interview Mr. Desmond Fitz- 
gerald, Acting Finance Minister, at the 
earliest opportunity, tf being an instruction 
to the deputation to press for an mcrease of 
the basic rate of remunération

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PRESENTATION TO 
MR. G. RUSSELL. 


A CHEQUE FOR £800. 


A high tribute was paid to Mr. George 
Russell, at Plunkett House, Dublin, yester- 
day, when, on behalf of his mumerous ad- 
mirers, the Governor-General of the Free 
State presented him with a cheque for £800. 

The Rev. Father T. Finlay, who presided, 
read a letter from President Cosgrave, in 
which he said :—' Permit me to add. my 
tribute to the many which have been paid to 
you in recognition of your contribution to 
the intellectual wealth of the world in the 
domains of art, literature and economies, and 
in particular your solid, far-secing pioneer 
work in the agricultural development of your 
mative country.” 

The Chairman said that it was. originally 
intended that the subscription ist should 
close on September 20th, but it had since 
been decided that the list would be kept open, 
and subscriptions subsequently received would 
be sent to Mr. Russell, who was going on a 
lecture tour in the United States. 

The presentatjon was in the 1ature of “a 

personal tribute to a great man, a man of 
rare gifts who had rendered great service 
to his country. It is an. expression 
of our admiration for the personal 
qualities with which he is endowed.” 
A GUIDE TO THE PEOPLE. 
It «vas, furthermore, a recognition of the 
fact that Mr. Russell had contributed in an 
extraordinary degree to the national welfare 
of his countrymen. He had been a guide to 
the people in most material concerns, and 
there was no doubt that his ceunsels had 
influenced for good the -industries of the 
nation. 

His personal gifts were of a most remark- 
able kind: he was at home in the more 
ethereal regions of art and poetry, and equally 
at home in the more prosaic field of economic 
science. He had gained a reputation which 
covered the English-speaking world for his 
poetry, and by his contributions to the litera- 
ture of economics he had helped to give the 
Irish peasant an understanding of his own 
position, and the means by which his state 
in life might be hettered, 

These remarkable endowments, so rare in 
combination, had made Mr. Russell the ad- 
mired of literary spirits on both sides of the 
Atlantic, and had given him a permanent 
claim on the gratitude of the Irish farmer. 

‘* The will come.” added Father 
Finlay, ‘‘ when the old files of the Home- 
stead and the newer files of the Jrish 
Statesman will be ransacked by writers for 
the best expression of the economic: thought 
of our time.” 

THE PRESENTATION. 

Making ihe presentation, Mr. James 
McNeill, the Governor-General of the Free 
State, said :— 

“ Like ail his friends, and 
not enjoy the privilege of his friendship, we 
are sorry that the /rish Statesman recently 
ended-its useful and brilliant career. While 
we grieved sorely for this loss, we at once 
thought of doing something which would be 
in some part a recognition of George Rusgell’s 
services to our country, but in much greater 
part a step in furtherance of our anxious 
wish to have his services at our disposal for 
many years to come. We are taking the 
occasion of his release from journalistic har- 
ness to enable him to decide at leisure how

He had all the recognition he 
desired, and his reward had heen, that his 
journalism on behalf of the Irish Agricultural 
Organisation Society and the farmers had :ts 
effect. It was the proudest moment of his 
life as a journalist when the Chief Secretary 
came to him at a time when the society had 
few sincere friends, and the men*bers of all 
political parties and the Press looked upon 
its work coldly. 

“The Government of the time,” continued 
Mr. Russell, ‘‘had put in the position of 
Minister of Agriculture a rather bitter enemy 
of the co-operative movement, and it fell 
upon my shoulders to fight the corner of the 
14.0.8. and the farmers. I did this so 
effectively that Mr. Birrell came to me anda 
said: ‘If there is one man at Westminster 
there are a hundred who read.-your paper 
and meet me in the corridors and tell me 
we are ill-treating a very worthy movement 
in Ireland.’ 

“They threw over their own Minister of 
Agriculture,” added Mr. Russell, “ and sup 
ported the policy which was promoted by 
Sir Horace Plunkett and Father Finlay. That 
is the real recognition that a journalist wants 
—the feeling that he has some power.” 

Mr. Russell added that he had been invited 
to lecture in the United States on the build 
ing of a rural civilisation in the United 
States. That was a gigantic task, which 
would keep him away from Treland for six 
months. When this werk was done he would 
take a holiday.

Twenty-five 
years later, wien the picture was almost 
forgotten, the owners received a message 
from Chicago to say that the thief wished 
to return the picture. Representatives of 
both partics met at Chicago, and the pic- 
turo was returned. It is now in the Pier- 
point Collection and has led a peaceful 
existence for nearly thirty years and 
seems to have given up its habit of globe- 
trotting.

Domville succeeded to the Earldom of 
Santry in 1751 he continued to reside 
there. Cypress Grove was built by a man 
named Paine, and became the rczidence. of 
Sir William Cooper, a Master in Chancery 
and member of Parliament for Hillis 
borough, who was created a Baronet about 
1759, and died in 1761. After his death 
the house passed to the then Dowager 
Countess of Clanbrassi], a daughter of the 
first Earl of Portland, and on her death 
it passed to her grandson, who became 
second Earl of Roden. 

The house afterwards passed through 
many vicissitudes, in which all traces of 
the original Queen Anne mansion dis- 
appéared. Some cf the walls of the ancient 
castle, however, resisted the house-breakets 
and are ingorporated in the 1 zecont build- 
ing, which was erected in the early part 
of last century. When the present house 
was occupied, about 1843, by Charles Lever. 
the magnificence of the pl: vw ‘attested 
by survivals of previous grandeur in 
terraced walks.

The stream from which 
the Citv of Dublin ecbtained its water 
supply for five hundred years rvns through 
the crounds, and forms a pond with two 
smal] islands.

“Buruine Reetles. 


I have often wondered why it is that we 
see so few dead birds and small animals, 
writes a correspondent, and it was only 
the other day that a friend, who is a keen 
entomologist, gave me a partial explana- 
tion. We were walking through a field 
when we noticed a dead sparrow on the 
ground. I had just remarked on the 
rarity of the incident, when my friend 
pointed out that the little bodv had 
already sunk half-way into the earth. He 
lifted it and showed me two beetles under- 
neath, each about an inch long, with 
orange bands across their backs. These 
insects, he told me, have the sense of 
smell developed to an 
degree. They are soon attracted by a 
dead animal, and, if it is sufficiently 
small, they immediately proceed to dig a

hole underneath it. lay their eggs in the | 
body, and scrape the earth over it again. | 


The sexton beetles, as they are sometimes 
called, possess great muscular power, and 
should they happen to find the body of a. 
small animal lying where burial would be 
difficult, they will drag it to some more 
convenient spot. Of course, many birds 
and animals creep away into crevices 
when their end approaches, but death 
must overtake large numbers in the open.

INTERNATIONAL RUGBY, 

TO THE EQITOR OF THE IRISH TIMFS. 

Sin,—May I, as an humble enthusiast and 
ardent follower of Irish Rugby, suggest that 
a good way for Ireland to win the Triple 
Crown this year would be to train a team 
in carefully-planned tactics, rather than to 
selects one from a number of brilliant 
individual players? By that I intend no 
slight upon our worthy and hard-working 
selectors. They would still have plenty to 
do in choosing the material. My su tion 
is that the Selection Committee should boldly 
select an international team not later than 
October. Then this basic team should be 
coached to play together. Such a team should 
be able to develop some wonderful new forms 
of strategy. Irishmen have always. been 
noted for their splendid dash and originality 
in everything they undertake. Why should 
not Ireland save Rugby football from its 
threatened stalemate now that three-yuar.er 


lay is being countered so effectively that 


the whole life of the game suffers? 

Imagine a team so thoroughly coaehed in 
team play that the following play could be 
brought off upon a signal from the captain. 
There @# a scrum at the Irish 25-yard line. 
The ball comes out to the Irish half, who 
flicks it to a three-quarter on his right. 
The right-wing thfee-quarter slips round to 
the left, and two fast forwards break away 
to support him. When the whole play has 
drifted to the right the three-quarter then 
in possession throws a long pass hack to 
ths newly-formed three-quarter line, who are 
off in a flash with a clear field. Another 
advantage of perfect team play would be 
the utilising of full man-power. As the three- 
quarter play now works, after the ball gets 
out to the wing, it is one man to fifteen. If 
he gets grassed or shoved into touch, the 
attack ends. ‘Why should not the forwards 
fall into pre-arranged positions behind thie 
attacking three-quarter line? The attack 
would then come forward in waves, with the 
ball passing rapidly from man to man—some- 
one would get over. 

These are only sketchy suggestions in- 
tended to fire the constructive imaginations 
of the real geniuses of Rugby—men like 
Mr. Crawford and Mr. George Stephenson, 
whose services should be requisitioned as 
coaches of the new super-team-work game. 

A team selected early and coached as a 
team need not exclude brilliant players who 
might come to notice later in the season. 
These could easily be grafted upon the main 
stem, but there is a world of difference 
between working one or two men into

tion on behalf of the Antrim Light and 
Power Company for an extension of they 
plant by reason of the increased demand fo: 
the supply of electricity in Antrim and 
neighbourhood. 

Mr. Copeland, on behalf of the company, 
said that they proposed to show how they 
could generate electricity at a cheaper rate 
than that proposed by the Antrim Elec. 
tricity Supply Company. 

FORMERLY GAS COMPANY. 

The applicant company had formerly been 
the Antrim Gas Supply Company. The Gas 
Company was formed in 1854, arid the share 
capital was 1,800 £1 shares, In response to 
a demand for the electricity, which had been 
growing for upwards of ten years prior to 
1927, it wag thought necessary in the year 
mentionad to launch a scheme for the light- 
ing of the town by electricity. 

To give the scheme an encouraging start, 
and to obtain further subscribing capital 
shareholders, the Gas Company shareholders 
submitted to agreduction to 900 £1 shares, 
An application was then brought before the 
Klectricity Commissioners which met with 
the appreval that the new company should 
be formed, and thal thev should he per: 
mitte? to expend a sum of £3,500, so that the 
shares of the new company totalled 4,400 £1 
shares. 

Counsel submitted the scheme had been a 
success, and that a development of it would 
alse be a success. 

Mr. Scott, on behalf of the Antrim Elec- 
tricity Supply Company, and the company 
was a power company. There was an obliga- 
tion on them to give a supply to any. under- 
taking in the area. That company had 
already spent over £100.000 in providing 
equipment for giving bulk supply, and they 
had entered into a contract for the purchase 
of a bulk supply im accordance with the Act.

The Kelp Industry. 


The Free State Government s decision 
to develop the kelp industry in the 
West of Ireland shows most encouraging 
results. For many years the people on 
the western seaboard have been selling 
their kelp at starvation prices. The 
is rich in 10dine and fetches a good price 
in the English market; but the unfor- 
tunate gatherers have been so ignorant, 
and so inexpert im the preparation of their 
harvest, that they have been forced to be 
content with miserable the 
reward of their labours. the 
Minister for Fisheries has come to their 
aid, however, the situation has been 
changed entirely. During the last season 
some two thousand tons of kelp have been 
bought from the people of the west coast, 
fvoin Donegal to Kerry. Its average price 
has been about £7 a ton, but in 
districts—notably in Tory Island, 
the weed is excellent in quality-—-as 
as £14 a ton has been paid. The kelp- 
gatherers have. been instructed by the 
Ministry in the perfection of their craft. 
They have been taught to burn the “sea 
rods) separately, on raised kilns built 
according Government specifications, 
with the result that much of the valuable 
kelp that formerly went to waste has been 
for the. market. least £14,000 
have been distributed’ among the coast- 
dwellers of the West during the last vear. 
One family in Connemara earned no less 
than £152—a fortune for the people of the 
(raellacht.. If the advice of the Ministry 
Is followed generally, there will be almost 
no limit to the expansion of the industry.

Of the remainder of his 
hiding one-third sis expropriated “at a 
price of twenty gold francs an acre ;' but 
“the landlord is allowed to retain the other 
two-thirds on condition that he shares the 
expense of irrigation, cultivation and de- 
velopment with the tenants. This system, 
which is a mixture of communism and 
feudalism, is said to work admirably.

Italy, naturally, is interested in Albania’s 
future, since Valona Bay is the key to the 
Adriatic.

DIARY OF JOURNEY

The first examination of the remains: of 
members of the Andrée Expedition has 
shown that the remnants.of bone found,in 
the explorers’ canvas boat are not those 
of a human being, but are the bones of a 
bear. 

Professor

clothes. All the bone 
had not yet been éxamined, 
possible that traces of a 
being might still be found. 

As the result of a further examination 
of the remains it is announced that 
although. the bodies are almost completely 
destroyed, the clothes are more or less 
well preserved. The marks sewn ih the 
clothes show that the men were Andrée, 
the leader of the expedition, and 
Strindberg. Andrée’s clothes were much 
torn, probably by bears. The upper part 
of the body was covered by a jacket, and 
under the jacket were found some articles 
of dress, and also a cap. 

TWO NOTEBOOKS. 

At the back of the corpse, 
the waist, a woollen shirt 
wrapped up in óil cloth, in which were 
two notebooks. One of these contains a 
few pages of observations, the rest being 
blank leaves. The other notebook is the 
diary of the journey over the ice. This is 
the most important document yet found, 
and it is believed that it will reveal the 
fate that overtook the expedition. 

The notebook is filled with writing from 
cover to cover, and written in pencil. 
The writing is fully legible. 

The work of examination 
rendered very difficult owing to the 
coufused condition of the clothes, and also 
because each piece must go through the 
preperatory process for preservation. The 
Commission hopes to be able to close its 
examination to-day. 

PROBLEM OF A BONE. 

The Norwegian Government has re- 
ceived from the Norwegian members of the 
Commission a-telegram saying that it is 
not certain that the remains of. the third 
member of the expedition have been 
found.

FAMILIES EARN UP. 
"TO £150. 

AVERAGE PRICE OF £7 
PER TON PAID. 
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A CORRESTONDEST. 
GALWAY, “Yednesday. 
Under the Free State Government's 
scheme for the co-operative marketing of 
kelp, something like two thousand tons 
of kelp has been gathered and purchased 
by the Department of Fisheries from the 
poorer sea voast dwellers along the western 
ocean from Donegal to Kerry, averaging 
£7 a ton for the kelp, a fair average 
am told. This would mean that £14,000 
has been distributed during the season. 
Some of the best kelp comes from Sea- 
field Quilty, although it is far excelled by 
that from Tory Island. The average price 
paid for mixed weeds at Quilty would 
be from £7 to £7 10s.; whilst as much as 
£14 a ton was paid on the kelp made 
from the sea rods gathered by the Tory 
Islanders. 
In Tory Island the work of kelp aather- 
ing was organised by the local Roman 

Catholic curate, who was assisted by the 

loeal school teacher. Where only £5 a ton 

had hitherto been paid for the weed, prices 
soared to u minimum of £7 and £8 and 

a maximum of £14. The Islanders carried 
out the Department’s instructions fully. 

They burwed the sea rods separately in 
raised kilns made to the Department s 
specification. 


ONLY AT THE BEGINNING. 

‘‘ Tf this were done elsewhere,” a local 
official said to me, “ I see no reason why 
equally satisfactory results should not be 
obtained, and why the total advances to 
be made from kelp along the western 
coast should not far exceed £100,000 per 
annum. We are only at the beginning of 
the development of this industry.”’ 

The 'kelp industry.in Connemara, which 
had fallen on evil days, shows distinct 
signs of revival. - Under the new régime 
about 60 or 70 tons were-purchased this 
year in the Lettermullen area, between 
50 and 60 tons in Carna, 30 tons in 
Bunowen; and 30 tons in Dunloughan. 
About 100 tons from the Henvvle district 
were delivered at Derrytnver Pier. 

Under the Department’s scheme about 
300 tons were purchased gn Connemara, 
whilst private firms accounted for agother 
100 tons, so that something like £2,800 
would have been distributed in this area 
alone. They never got good prices in 
Connemara hitherto, 1 was informed, for 
the reason that he kelp in these parts 
suffered from bad handling. 

With experience and the spread of 
knowledge in handling we expect to do 
much better in these. districts next 
season. 

It is calculated that the Clare seacoast 
supplied between 600 and 700 tons of kelp 
this. season. 


THE GALWAY FACTORY. 

About 1,500 tons of the kelp have been 
stored in the new iodine factory, at New 
Docks, Galway, and its conversion into 
iodine will be begun in about a month, 
by which time the machinery will have 
been assembled. Already a chemical 
expert is testing the weed for iodine con- 
tent, and I am informed that some of 
the tests have been quite 


From 


satisfactory. 


The gathering of kelp is difficult and 


strenuous work, and only the hardy 
fisher folks of the rugged west coasts can 
stand the physical strain of it. The kelp 


| blossoms collected on the coasta! rocks are 


deficient in iodine content. It takes a 
considerable time to pile up a ton, and 
even then the price for mixed weeds will 
not be as good as that paid for the sea 
rods. The latter must be obtained either 
by wading out weist-deep into the sea and 
pulling up the “ rods,” or by going out 
in a boat and gathering them carefully 
with a drag. It is slow work, requiring 
infinite patience and a fair amount of 
skill, and then the weeds must be 
separated, the rods" being burned 
separately if the best price is to be 
obtained. Thus it will be seen that the 
kelp-gatherers earn every pentry they are 
paid. For all this, the revival of the 
industry has brought happiness in many 
homes. I talked to one family on the 
wild and barren coast-line of Connemara, 
where all the members, father, mother 
and five children had engaged in the 
gathering and burning of the weed, 
assisted by a single curragh. Their 
season’s earnings had been £152. Tiris 
meant for them ‘the «difference 
poverty and comparative prosperity; it 
meant that the boy and the three girls 
need not emigrate, as the money would 
stock their little farm. and there would be 
time to till a few quilted patches and to 
grow potatoes and vegetables. Of course, 
this case is exceptional: Others to whom 
[ spoke had earned from £50 upwards. 
£50 and £60 to £90 and £100 are common 


enough sums. 
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FRENCH ALPINE 
MANCEUVRES. 
WONDERFUL WORK OF 
THE. TANKS.

Reuter’s. Varis Correspondent states 
that the Alpine manceuvres in the Modane 
region are plentiful in thvills. Certain 
patrols have had to ascend needle-like 
peaks by means of picks and ropes, and 
to climb steep slopes roped together in 
true Alpine style. 

The most astonishing feats, however, 
have been performed by the tanks. 
Cleverly camouflaged, they have crawled 
up gradients of four in five, turned on 
nearly vertical heights, and, rearing and 
plunging, have successfully passed down 
precipitous boulder-covered descents. 

Six tanks successfylly descended the 
Saint Pierre ravine, which, at points, is 
virtually a precipice, falling to a depth 
of 1,500 feet. At the outset they had to 
take off almost in the air, for the ground 
fell away in a gradient of 1 in 1. 
Harassed by theoretical artillery and 
machine-gun fire and attacked by the 
infantry protecting Aussois, the tanks 
pursued their downward path, carrying 
their objective without loss to themselves.

DR. BOWER'S ADDRESS. 


— -—-> ---— 


The Times of to-day observes, in a lead- 
jus article s+In bis presidential address to 
the British Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science at Bristol last night, Dr. 
F. 0. Bower raised a tome of scientific and 
general infeibst. Contest elephants, these 
giants of the. animal kingdom, with the 
tall trees of the forests in whith they roam. 
animals ave relatively few in number 
and low im stature; they are mobile to 
seek their food, have plump, compact bodies, 
with a minimum of external surface, com- 
pared with their bulk, and highlv elaborate 
internal surfaces for the processes of | in- 
digestion, assimilation and distribution. The 
trees are numberless, rooted, stretch high 
into the aif and far into the ground, have 
relatively siMple interiors, and a. great 
spread. of external surfaces “in contact with 
the air and with the soil. from which they 
absorb their nutriment. The contrast in this 
example, seen in an extreme form, is 
characteristie* of the difference between 
animals ‘afid plants,’ anil may have arisen in 
the ancestors common to both divisions of 
the living avorld. : 

Dr. Bower suggests that the ancestor was 
akin to the flagellates, minute single-celled 
organisms abundant in ponds and ‘ditches. 
which in the mobiJe phase propel themselves 
through the water by vibrating whip-like 
threads of protoplasm. From such a phase, 
colourless and predatory, the animal may 
have advanced along lines dependent on 
nutrition, seeking and using food - already 
organised, The plant, on the other hand, 
may have developed a self-nourishing accumn- 
lator, using Ms green coloum to absorb the 
energy of sunlight, and spreading its sur- 
faces wide to absorb the simple elements of 
its nutrition from, air and water. The 
geometrical principle applies in each 
case, that where form remains unaltered 
bulk Increases as the cube. but surface ‘onl 
as the square of the linear dimensions. The 
plant requicing a maximum of: external sur- 
face, aS compared with its bulk, ean grow 
almost indefinitely; the animal requiring a 
minimum otf external surface to retain its 
heat must remain dimited in size arid compact 
in fori. 

A TRIBUTE TO GARWIN. 

Dr. Bower, as a botamst, pursued the inter 
dependence of size and form through different 
kinds of plants and their organs, and showed 
that many features of structure were limited 
by these inevitable conditions. The President 
paid tribute to Darwin, reminding the 
Association that since its last meeting in 
England it had been entrusted by the 
generosity of Mr. Ruckston Browne with 
Down House, to be. held in eustody for the 
nation as a shrine for those who treasure the 
memory of our greatest British philosophical 
naturalist. He recalled that the study of 
form was closely interwoven with the life- 
work of Darwin; that,;in his own words, it 
was “‘one of the most interesting depart- 
ments of natural history, ' and might ‘‘ almost 
be said to be its very soul.” It is a step in 
knowledge, to be sure, that the sizes and 
forms of organisms and their organs are what 
they are, because they would not work other- 
wise. 

If elephants tried

Tf it be the ease that thé relations between 
sise and form are so inevilable, as Dr. Bower 
insists. and no one can doubt his ligh 
authority as a botanist, the wav would seem 
lear for the Darwinian principle of natural 
selection, without invoking a mysterious 
power of self-determination. Variations in 
tha wrong direction would be exterminated, 
and only those individuals who had been 
following the appropriate path would survive 
and lease progeny. The phrases, “ survival 
value” and “ selection value,” in 
hiological theory a few years ago, would seem 
to fit Dr. Bower's description of the facts 
explained.

Lnev state, Berlin Police Headquarters were 
informed through the United States Embassy 
that Diamond was understood to be on the 
way to Germany, and that. he: was involved 
in a New York inquiry into a case of sits: 

Other with which 
was alleged to have been associated were also 
mentioned. This appears, only a 
warning; there was no question of a re- 
quest for his arrest. The Berlin police had 
already had information about Diamond in 
their records since 1929, and. last July they 
learned from the United States tliat although 
he had heen questioned, and allowed to 
free, the latest inqtiry was not yet con 
cluded. 

According to the police, the circumstances 
were sufficient to justify an arrest, and it is 
of. no consequence whether a request tov 
extradition was to be expected or not. There 
is held.to have been ample ground for the 
ordinary elementary police precaution of de- 
tention, pending a decision of the authorities 
on the advisability,;: or otherwise. ol 
Diamonds’ bxpulsien as. an. undesirable 
alien. The matter rests in the hands of the 
Prussian Government, which is understood 
to have decided on expulsion, Diamond 
could be conducted to any frontier he speé) 
fied, provided that he had obtained the 
necessary permission to enter ‘the country > 
question.

The 
Government, whether at heme, or in the 
wider imperial field, can make no better 
investment than by the engagement of the 
best scientific experts available, 


THE DARWINIAN EPOCH. 

Professor Bower remarked that in the 
two years since the Association last met 
in Britain .events had happened which 
marked the close of the Darwinian epoch. 
Morphology, the study of form, was closely 
interwoven with the life’s work of Darwin, 
and; since the Association had elected as 
this year’s President a botanist whose 
work had dealt specially with form in 
plants, the occasion seemed apt for con- 
sidering certain morphologica] questions 
that presemwted themselves in this eighth 
decade since the ‘‘ Origin of Species ” was 
published. Whether there was only one 
original form of life or many was still an 
open question. Nevertheless, among the 
welter of organisins rightly held as primi- 
tive, the flagellata might with seme degree 
of reason be named as eatin in their 
motile and sedentary stages, respectively, 
the animal and vegetable characters. 
They suggest a sort of starting point from 
which the two kingdoms might have 
diverged, said P rofessor Bower. The pro- 
bability of their common origin is strong, 
but the divergence must haye been early, 
each taking its own independent course 
with increasing size and complexity of the 
individual. 

The problems that follow on increasing 
size might be expected to work out 
differently in view of the animal kingdom 
comprising organisms of high expenditure, 
and not self- -nourishing, while plants are 
self-nourishing aceumylators: but the faet 
was that, though certain underlying grin- 
ciples were the same for both kingdoms, 
the working out had been distinet from 
the first. 

Hence the morphology of plants must 
stand on its own feet. Indeed, it had been 
said with some degree of truth that when- 
ever botanists had borrowed their 
morphological outlook frem the sister 
science they had gone wrong, 

Amid all the careful anulyses and ex- 
periments that had been devoted to the 
influences which affected form, one factor. 
insistent and unavoidable, had been 
habitually left out—viz., the influence of 
size. In point of size practic ally the whole 
of the vegetable kingdom lay between the 
microbe and the forest tree. Unfor- 
tunately, study from the point of view of 
change of form as the size increased had 
not been pursued by with the 
same perception as zoologists had shown in 
the study of animals. 


THE CENTENARY MEETING. 

At the inaugural meeting Sir Thomas 
Holland, the retiring President, intro- 
duced Professor Bower to the chair. He 
was supported by a large number of dis- 
tinguished scientists and welcomed by an] 
audience of about two thousand people.

MR; PATRICK. TUOHY 
FOUND GASSED.

Mr. Fatrick Tuohy, a thirty-six year old 
artist, a member of the Royal Hibernian 
Academy, and the son of Dr. Tuohy, of 
North Frederick street, Dublin, has bgen

xiated by gas, at the 
top of an apartment 
house in ivergide 
Drive, New York. He 
had been dead for 
about a week. In the 
apartment was an up- 
finished rirait of 
Dud! gees, the 
et ie actor, 
who has been Fiwá 
ing at the ‘Abbey 
Theatre recently. 
Patrick Tuohy was 
one of ihe best 
known and most 
highly gifted of Ire- 
land's younger 
He was educated at St. Enda's Col- 
lege, where he was a pupil of the late 
Patrick .Pearse, and from an early “ee 
showed remarkable talent as a draughisr, 
His work, which develaped very aid, 
showed a keen sense of style as well as 
market] individuality, and some of his por- 
traits were excellent of their kind. One 
remembers especially his portrait of James 
Joyeo’s father, which was one of the suc- 
cesses of the Royal Hibernian Academy 4 
few years ago, while a study of Miss Biddy 
Campbell, daughter of the Hon. Gordon 
Campbell, also was a brilliant piece of work. 

Tuohy was a versatile artist. He did 
some splendidly imaginative work in his 
earlier years, but before he went to the 
United States he had decided to devote him- 
self almost entirely to portraits. He had 
considerable success in America, where his 
vivid style made an immediate impression, 
but of recent years he was not in particu- 
larly goog health, and when he came home 
on holiday in 1928 his friends noticed a 
great change in him. 

Patrick Tuohy was a man of intensely 
sensitive nature. There was no more loyal 
friend or more cheerfyl companion when 
he was in the mood, but there were times 
when he suffered from a deep melancholy, 
which often was reflected in his work. He 
felt very keenly his exile from Ireland: for 
he was a fierce patriot, but he’ felt that 
Americ offered greater scope for his talents, 
and ‘Tuohy never hesitated to sacrifice his 
comfort to his work.
